ter robbing the dead man. He was 
sentenced to be hanged. Governor 
Folk commuted his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 
December 25. 1918, 
he was paroled from the peniten­ 
tiary on the promise that he would 
return at once to England and nev­ 
er again set foot in this country. L. 
D. Langley of New York stood 
sponsor for the man. 
It seems that Barrington did re­ 
tinal to England 
and 
engaged in 
some clerical work and was sup­ 
posed by the prison officers to be 
there at the present time. If he is 
in this country and apprehended, 
he will he returned to the peniten­ 
tiary. 
The prison officers wired 
last night for more information.

There is no occasion for democrats 
to worry over the result of the Maine 
election. 
Maine 
has 
always 
been 
safely republican 
and 
probably al­ 
ways will be so long as New England 
tradition exists and the people insist 
on voting as their fathers and grand­ 
fathers did, no m atter what the issues 
involved. 
Once or twice in the last 
fifty-five years the state has shown a 
tendency toward thinking and a few 
democrats have been elected, but that 
has always been the result of quarrels 
among 
the 
republican 
leaders 
in 
which animosities engendered 
have 
been too bitter 
to be 
healed all at 
once 
and 
the 
disgruntled 
ones 
registered their bitterness 
either by 
voting for a democrat, scratching

The fact that the 
republican ma­ 
jority is greater than at the last elec­ 
tion is very easily understood when it 
is remembered that the women voted

the purpose of bolstering up the cour­ 
age of the party and perhaps stimu­ 
lating the hired “ money diggers” to 
greater efforts to get the where-with- 
all necessary for the campaign.

limit war, and those who believe ear­ 
nestly in that issue, as things stand 
today, would like 
to 
support 
Cox. 
They believe 
he 
represents a more 
earnest determination 
to 
do 
some­ 
thing about ending war, and do it 
promptly, than Harding and the re­ 
publicans.” 
That is a very striking and an ex­ 
ceedingly important fact arid its bear­ 
ing upon the probable outcome of the 
election is obvious. 
It is incidentally 
a remarkable illustration of President 
Wilson's sound 
political 
judgment. 
He believed from the beginning that 
if the League issue were sent to the 
people they would take an intense in­ 
terest in it and would put it before 
everything else, and long before the 
senate fight on the treaty was over, 
he evidently made up his mind that 
the League question ought to be re­ 
ferred to the people, being confident 
that if the democrats went into the 
fight on a League platform the cam­ 
paign would be a real referendum on 
the League issue and would reflect 
truly the desire of the people regard­ 
ing the question. 
Events have already proved that he 
was right and that the more cynical 
persons, both republicans and demo­ 
crats, who believed that the people 
would take no interest in the League 
question were wrong. 
As Mark Sul­ 
livan points out, even the west is put­ 
ting the League issue first; in fact, 
the west is particularly earnest about 
it, so much so that Mr. Sullivan con­ 
siders Cox’s advocacy of the League 
his strongest card in the west and a 
card that is likely to win the west for 
him.

ARARAT! IN WORLD 


Santiago, 
Sept. 
IL—The South 
American station of Harvard Uni­ 
versity's observatory, tucked away 
in the Peruvian Andros near the 
city of A req ui pa, in the old Inca 
empire, boasts of the largest photo­ 
graphic apparatus in the world. It 
a huge telescope camera with a 
24 inch lens which has been of 
great aid to science in its observa­ 
tions of the .southern skies. 
The station was founded 30 years 
ago and is located near the base of 
the famous Andean Volcano, Misti. 
The Arequipanian Indians, descend* 
ents of the Inca civilization, fre­ 
quently speak of themselves as the 
sons and daughters of old Misti. It 
is said the Indians in the surround­ 
ing country still worship the moun­ 
tain with much reverence, regard­ 
ing it as the source of earthquakes 
which often are felt in the region. 
The volcano erupted seven years 
ago. 
Superstitions in

to the 
mountain date hack to prehistoric 
times. 
The ruins of the ancient 
pagan temples, a writer says, have 
been found iii the crater of the vol­ 
cano and even today near the top 
may he seen a great iron cross 
placed there in If 77 when a party 
of Spanish priests exorcised and 
pleaded with it, not to erupt again 
and destroy their cities. 
The clear atmosphere of the Are- 
quipa region is said to have af­ 
forded an excellent site for an ob­ 
serving station.

Lisbon, Sept. 14.— Matches have 
disappeared from the market, much 
to the discomfort of smokers and 
housewives. 
Waiters and 
cigar 
stoic clerks who are able to fur­ 
nish a lew matches have been ex­ 
tremely popular for two weeks. 
in view of the high prices here 
the operatives of the match com­ 
pany demand higher wages and the 
company to meet their wishes pe 
titioned the government 
for per­ 
mission to increase the price 
of 
matches. 
This consent, has 
not 
been given and in view of the dead 
lock the inhabitants 
of Portugal 
have had no matches for about 
a 
fortnight, since the stocks in 
the 
shops were exhausted. 
When the monopoly 
of match 
manufacture was given to the com­ 
pany some years ago, the public, 
especially smokers as a sign 
of 
protest began to 
use 
automatic 
Hint. and gasoline lighters 
which 
caused a considerable decrease to 
the company’s sale and the govern 
ment, at the company’s request is­ 
sued a law forbidding their use, in 
consequence of which they 
were 
all seized and their carriers fined.
